INTRODUCTORY  STATEMENT 


Tk-3  Annual  Report  of  thei  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
1950  again  follows  closely  on  the  lines  of  previous!  Annual 
Reports. 

The  hulk  of  the  report  is  a  Summary  in  Tables  of  vitai 
and  other  statistics  for  the  Borough. 

These  are  commented  on  appropriately  in  the  text  of  the 
report. 

Additional  services  brought  into  operation  during  the  year 
and  improvements  to  existing  services  are  referred,  to. 

In  recent  years  there  have  been  considerable!  alterations 
in  the  arrangements  for  and  administration  of  the  various 
Health  and  Welfare  Ser  vices.  Most  important  have  been  the 
transfer  of  services  from  the  Local  Authority  (Morley)  to  the 
Local  Health  Authority  (The  West  Riding  County  Council) 
and  toi  the  Hospital  Board. 


Such  changes  were  effected  before  the  year  1950  to  which 
this  report  refers  and  have  been  previously  commented  on. 

The  birth-rate  for  1950  is  shown  as  16.07  (corrected  rate 
15.91)  asi  compared  with  17.21  in  1949. 

The  death-rate  for  1950  is  shown  as  12.03  (corrected 
death-rate  13.23)  as  compared  with  13.04  (corrected  rate 
14.34)  in  1949. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  country  is  given  as  15.8  and  the 
death-rate  for  the  country  as  11 .6

The  infant  death-rate  for  Morley  for  1950  is  shown  as  26.4 
compared  with  an  infant  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  the 


country  of  29.8. 


This  death-rate  shown  for  Morlev — 26.4  is  the  lowest 

Is 

infant  death-rate  which  has  been  recorded  in  the  Borough. 
There  has  been  no  considerable  incidence  of  infectious 
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diseases  during  the  year,  and  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
alone  show  any  considerable  figures,  199  and  233  respectively. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported  in  1950,  but  nevertheless 
the  percentage  of  immunized  persons  in  the  susceptible  age 
groups  of  school  and  under  school-age  children  could  be 
materially  improved . 

hewer  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified 
18  as  compared  with  19,  and  similarly  with  noil-pulmonary 
tuberculosis — 5  as  compared  with  10. 


4  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  recorded — 3  notified  in  the 
area  and  one  elsewhere.  8  cases  were  reported  in  1949.  These 
cases,  all  of  tliei  paralytic  type,  were  not  serious  in  residual 
disability. 

An  outbreak  of  mild  Sonne  Type  Dysentery  in  each  of  the 
two  Day  Nurseries  was  responsible  for  the  majority  of  the  56 
cases  of  thisi  illness  reported. 

These  figures,  however,  are  no  real  guidei  to  the  incidence 
of  this  infection  particularly  of  the  milder  cases,  many  of 
whom  do  not  come  to  the  notice  of  Medical  Practitioners. 


three  cases  of  infection  with  food  poisoning  organisms 
were  reported.  It  was  confirmed  that  these  were  food 
poisoning  cases  bjr  reason  of  the  recognition  of  the  organism 
and  not  through  the*  recognition  of  an  exact  cause  in  any  food 
consumed. 

the  Health  Department  has  continued  active  m  pursuing 
the  Clean  Pood  Campaign  in  Morley. 

Stiict  supervision  through  constant  inspection  is  main¬ 
tained  and  it  is  satisfactory  and  reassuring  to  report  here  the 
high  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  preparation  and  handling  of 
foodstuffs  which  has  been  achieved  in  this  District. 

In  this  connection — reference  is  again  made  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  the  strictest  care  in  the  preparation  and  handling  of 
tlie  food  served  in  communal  feeding  centres,  that  is  in  schools, 
in  works  and  factory  canteens  and  similar  places. 
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Ill  recent  years,  illness  due  to  contaminated  food  lias 
shown  high  and  increasing  figures  throughout  the  country — 
due  largely  to  the  numbers  at  risk  in  any  instance  of  food 
becoming  contaminated  in  such  communal  feeding  centres. 

Continued  progress  has  been  made  with  the  provision  of 
new  Council  Houses.  In  1950  116  permanent  Council  Houses 
were  provided.  Additionally  22  houses  were  erected  and  com¬ 
pleted  by  private  enterprise. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Housing  Department's  waiting  list 
of  applicants!  for  new  Council  Houses  exceeds  2,000. 

Further  schemes  in  hand  include  the  provision  of  new 
housing  in  Asquith  Avenue  Estate,  Bruntcliffe  Lanei  Estate, 
Low  Moor  Estate  and  the  extension  of  Garden  House  Lane 
Estate. 

The  houses  already  provided  have  effected  some  ameliora¬ 
tion  of  the  position,  but  in  relation  to*  the  housing  circum¬ 
stances  of  Morley  the  problem  remains  one  of  anxiety. 

A  more  detailed  statement  is  included  elsewhere  in  this 

report. 

During  the  year,  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre*  was  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  Minor  Hall  of  the  Town  Hall  to  the  Central 
School  Clinic  premises  in  Commercial  Street.  The  present 
housing  of  the  Centre  in  the  Central  Clinic  is  not  too  satis¬ 
factory,  but  the  provision  of  better  clinic  premises  is  likely  in 
the  near  future. 

Welfare  and  Clinic  Services  have  been  extended  by  the 
establishment  locally  of  an  artificial  sunlight  clinic,  an 
orthopaedic  remedial  clinic  and  by  additional  staff  including  a 
wholei-time  Mental  Health  Worker  engaged  in  this  work  in 
Morley  and  in  two  neighbouring  Divisions. 

It  isi  anticipated  that  better  facilities  for  the  treatment  of 
speech  defects  will  be  available  locally  in  the  near  future. 

With  the  exception  of  Health  Visitor  and  Clerical  Staffs, 
full  establishment  has  been  maintained.

Clinic  Services  in  Morley,  1950. 

Hie  clinics  are  established  within  the  Borough  to  servo 
the  needs  of  Expectant  Mothers,  Infants  and  other  under! 
school-age  children — and  school  age  children. 

These  powers  are  now  exercised  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority,  that  is,  for  this  District,  the  West  Biding  Conn  tv 
Council. 

During  1950,  there  have  been  some  changes  and  also  cer¬ 
tain  new  services  have  been  established  in  respect  of  clinic 
services. 


The  Morley  Central  Infant  and  Toddler  Welfare  Centres 
were  held  on  two  half  days  in  each  week  in  the  Minor  Hall  oi 
the  Town  Hall.  This  arrangement,  although  it  has  obtained  foi 
many  years,  wasi  not  an  entirely  satisfactory  one.  During  the* 
Vcji,  dies e  clinics  have  been  transferred  to  the  Central  Clinic 
Premises  in  Commercial  Street,  Morley.  This,  however,  is  a 
temporary  measure  and  it  is  anticipated  that  more  suitable 
premises  will  be  made  available  in  the  near  future.  It  can  be 
pointed  out  that  m  this  change  of  premises,  an  advantage  has 
been  gained  from  siting  the  clinic  in  the  general  clinic  and1 
consequently  having  conveniently  available,  the  general 
facilities  of  tlrei  Central  Clinic. 

I  referred  in  my  last  report  to  the  consideration  given  to 
1  ie  question  ot  establishing  a  new  clinic  in  Churwell.  It  has- 
noi  been  possible  to  do  this,  but  a  measure  of  compromise  has- 
been  possible  Iby  the  establishment  of  a  Food  Distribution 
Centre  m  Churwell  Old  Town  Hall.  The  arrangement  is  not 


particularly  a  good  one,  but  it  is  a  help  to  certain  of  tbe 
m others  in  this  part  of  the  Borough. 

During*  the  year,  a  new  ultra-violet  lamp  was  installed  in 
the  Central  Clinic,  and  special  clinic  sessions  are  now  devoted 
each  week  to  this1  form  of  treatment.  The  provision  of  this 
new  service  at  the  Commercial  Street  Clinic  lias  been  of  con¬ 
siderable  advantage  to  parents  and  children  who  previously 
had  to  obtain  treatment  elsewhere,  including  the  special 
departments  of  hospitals,  and  has  meant  to  them  considerable 
saving  in  travelling  and  in  time. 

An  orthopaedic  session  is  also  now  in  operation  at  the 
Central  Clinic,  where  certain  special  types  of  remedial  treat¬ 
ment  are  now  available  tlirougdi  the  attendance  of  a  ti ained 
orthopaedic  nurse  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


There  is  no  local  speech  therapy  treatment  available  at 
the  moment — owing  to  the  lack  of  a  suitably  trained  person 
to  undertake  the  work.  However,  at  the  time  of  wilting,  an 
appointment  has  been  made:  for  this  work  in  conjunction  with 
two  neighbouring  divisions  of  the  County  s  Health  A  d  in  in  is  1 1  a  - 
tive  Scheme. 

Statistical  Tables  given  show  the  numbers  attending  the 
Clinics  throughout  the  year. 


With  regard  to  School  and  General  Services  Clinics, 
numbers  are  well  maintained.  With  regard  to  Maternity  and 
Infant  Welfare  Centres,  we  are  again  faced  with  some  falling 
oh  in  the  figures.  This  I  think  is1  related  to  the  operation  of 


the  National  Health  Service  and  also  is  related  to  prevailing 
social  and  economic  conditions,  including  here  the  large  num¬ 
bers  of  mothers  employed  in  local  industry,  particularly  the 


textile  industry. 

With  regard  to  pre-  and  post-natal  clinics,  the  provision 
remains  the  same  as  in  recent  years.  Here  again,  the  figures 
of  attendance  show  some  falling  off,  but  with  these  figuies 
should  be  considered  the  alternative  provision  made  for  these 
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patients  by  tlie  National  Health  Service  through  Private 
Practitioners  and  otherwise!.

Ow  ing  to  a  measured  limitation  of  accommodation  avail¬ 
able,  selective!  admission  is  called  for. 

For  cases  definitely  requiring  hospital  inpatient  accom¬ 
modation,  this  is  always  readily  available — whether  in  emer¬ 
gency  or  not. 

References  to  Tables  in  this  Report  show  twelve  Hospitals 
and  Institutions  to  which  maternity  patients  from  this  Dist¬ 
rict  are  admitted. 

The  majority  of  cases,  as  in  previous  years,  are  admitted 
to  Morley  Hall  Maternity  Home  (normal  bookings). 

Fewer  cases  (special  bookings)  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Leeds  Maternity  Hospital. 

There  is  shown  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  emergency 
cases  (all  institutions)  and  a  small  decrease  (429  as  compared 
with  440)  of  the  total  admissions. 


Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service 

The  number  of  locally  employed  domiciliary  midwives  is 
now  six  as  compared  with  seven  shown  in  my  last  statement . 

Although  the  staff  should  be  numerically  above  a  basic 
minimum  because  of  factors  which  from  time  to  time  give  rise 
to'  an  ebb  and  flow  in  the  demand,  it  is  now  considered  that  0 
midwives  are  adequate  provision.  In  this  connection  regard 

should  be  paid  to  the  maintained  number  of  patients  now  con- 


fined  in  hospital  (429  in  1950)  and  to  the  continued  fall  in 
the  birth-rate  figure. 


The  total  number  of  cases  attended  (by  Domiciliary  Mid- 
wives  in  1950  is  shown  to  be  223. 

All  domiciliary  midwives  working  in  thisi  Division  have 
cars  available  for  travelling.  This  provision  makes  for  increased 
efficiency  in  many  ways — and  in  particular  in  relation  to  relief 
as  well  as  to  routine  duties. 

All  domiciliary  midwives  are  trained  in  analgesia  practice 
and  have  the  necessary  facilities  to  afford  this  in  their  practice!.

Infant  Care — Day  Nurseries 

Two  Day  Nurseries  are  still  operating  in  Morley,  one  at 
Lewisham  Park  and  one  at  Grove  Park,  Gildersome. 

Throughout  the  year  the-  accommodation  for  children  has 
been  fully  utilized  (the  accommodation  is  40  children  in  each 
Nursery). 

Priority  is  given,  not  for  reasons  of  industry  so  much  as 
for  reasons  of  Public  Health  and  Welfare,  but  when  such 
priorities  are  satisfied  a  number  of  vacancies  are  available  for 
the  children  of  mothers  employed  in  industry,  chiefly  for  workers 
employed  in  the  textile  industry. 

There  has  been  throughout  the  year  a  waiting  list  for  each 
Nursery.  This  waiting  list  has  been  a  matter  for  serious  con¬ 
sideration  from  time  to  time  with  the  administrative  authority. 
It  has  been  decided,  however,  that  relative  to  the  County  Area, 
the  provision  is  adequate  in  the  Division. 

Strict  supervision  is  necessary  in  Day  Nurseries  to  prevent 
infectious  diseases  spreading  through  these  young  and  suscep¬ 
tible  under-school-age  children  and  infants.  Measles  and  chicken- 
pox  have  been  prevalent  during  1950  and  in  each  Nursery  an 
outbreak  of  mild  dysentry  (sonne  type)  occurred.  This  is  referred 
to  elsewhere  in  my  report.

Ill  this  connection  two  points  are  of  importance — the 
restricted  institutional  provision  available  for  the  chronic  and 
elderly  sick  and  also  the  pressure  which  there  may  be  on  the 
bed  accommodation  available  for  those  case®  which  are  nor¬ 
mally  admitted  to  General  Hospitals,  Sanatoria  and  similar 
institutions.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

Tbe  general  arrangements  for  supplying  water  to  tin 

Borough  of  Mo r ley  have  been  fully  described  in  previous  Annua’ 
Reports. 

.  r^‘i’e  4liabty  of  tbe  water  is  quite  satisfactory  and  has  beer 

maintained.  Tbe  available  quantity  of  water  has  been  adequate 
m  1950. 

j  The  treatment  of  the  raw  collected  water  remains  the  same 

as  that  previously  described,  that  is  treatment  with  alumina 

fenic  and  lime  with  filtration  to  remove  gross  sediment.  Late 

treatment  with  ammonia  and  chlorine  to  control  tbe  bacterial 
content. 

Mains  water  is  now  available  to  practically  every  house  in 

the  area.  Three  houses  only  now  remain  without  mains  supply 
(  5m  1949).  *  J 

Six  samples  were  taken  from  the  water  supplies  of  these 

three  houses  during  the  year,  the  reports  received  were  reason- 
ably  good. 
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Selective  samples  were  taken  from  certain  springs  and 
streams  and  in  one  case  where  a  spring  was  feeding  a  water 
container-on  a  public  highway  and  where  children  had  been 
reported  to  have  been  probably  drinking  the  water,  after  re¬ 
ceiving  unsatisfactory  laboratory  reports  on  this  water,  the 
stream  was  diverted  direct  to  the  adjacent  sewer  and  the  risk  of 
human  consumption  of  this  water  thereby  limited. 

All  mains  water  is  regularly  sampled.  Routine  samples  are 
submitted  to  Messrs  Mallinder  of  Halifax  for  examination.  In 
all  252  samples  taken  at  various  points  were  sent  to  this  labor¬ 
atory,  and  reports  have  been  satisfactory. 

Additionally  202  samples  were  submitted  lor  bacteriological 
examination  and  50  for  chemical  examination. 


Here  again  reports  were  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of 
3  samples  showing  1  B.  Coli  per  ml.  and  3  samples  showing  3 

B.  Coli  per  ml. 

Thirty  samples  of  mains  water,  taken  by  the  Authority’s 
Sanitary  Inspectors  were  sent  for  examination  to  the  Medical 
Research  Council’s  Laboratory  at  Tv  akefield. 

One  sample  was  reported  on  as  showing  4  B  Coli  per  ml. 
The  remaining  samples  were  quite  satisfactory. 

4  samples  were  sent  for  chemical  examination  including 
examination  for  lead  content  and  lead  solvency.  These  were  le- 


ported  on  as  satisfactory. 

Work  in  progress  on  the  water  plant  includes  the  lengthen¬ 
ing  of  the  Overflow  Weirs  and  widening  of  the  Spillways  and 
raising  of  the  Ham  in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Reservoir  Safety  Provisions  Act,  1930. 


To  meet  an  increasing  demand  for  water,  both  in  industry 
and  for  domestic  use  in  this  area,  it  has  been  decided  to  proceed 
with  the  following  Works  : 

Construction  of  an  additional  15  inch  Trunk  Main  from 
Brighouse  to  Morley. 

Construction  of  a  new  two  million  gallon  covered  storage 
reservoir  to  be  built  within  the  Morley  Borough. 
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Construction  of  a  new  Valve  Tower  at  W  it  hens  Reservoir 
which  will  project  into  the  Withens  Reservoir  and  control  the 
water  on  the  upstream  side  of  the  Dam.

The  improvement  scheme  for  the  main  sewage  works  at 
Dewsbury  Road  is  well  advanced  and  work  is  planned  and 
approved  to  commence  here  in  March,  1952. 

Other  sewage  disposal  works  are  reasonably  adequate  and 
during  the  year  no  major  works  have  been  called  for  or  are 
required.  In  one  case  the  replacement  of  the  filtering  media 
is  being  undertaken. 

Complaints  have  been  received  with  regard  to  the  effluent 
from  the  Main  Outfall— Dewsbury  Road  and  by  reference  to 
the  adequacy  of  the  Dewsbury  Road  Disposal  Plant,  from  the 

Yorkshire!  Ouse  Rivers  Board. 

This  effluent  has  been  the  subject  of  criticism  and  in  this 
connection  has  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports  and  the 
works  of  reconstruction  and  improvement  arise  out  of  the 
unsatisfactory  effluent,

The  number  of  privy  compartments  has  been  reduced  from 
119  to  92  since  the  last  annual  report. 

Reference  to  the  above:  table  will  show  again  an  improving 
position. 

During  the  year,  the  total  number  of  water  closets  in 
Morley  has  increased  from  12,944  to  13,113  and  Privy  Middens 
have  been  reduced  from  119  to  92. 

The  larger  proportion  of  existing  privy  middens  is  still 
in  the  Drighlington  District  and  conversion  lias  been  possible 
only  in  relation  to  the  availability  of  sewers. 

It  is,  however,  gratifying  to  see  from  these  Reports  that 
the  work  of  conversion  is  proceeding  steadily  and  an  increasing 
number  of  conversions  are  now  being  shown  in  each  succeeding 
year. 

In  thei  period  1945-1950,  231  privy  middens  have  been 
eliminated  and  water  closets  provided.

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The  figures  given  m  the;  Tub  lei  show  a  considerable 
decrease  in  the  total  weight  of  refuse  collected  and  tipped 
during  the  year. 

All  material  collected  is  tipped  and  during  the  year  the 
tips  used  have  Sheen  Blackgates,  Gelderd  Hoad,  Churwell  and 
Albert  lload. 

Ao  indiscriminate  tipping  is  done — all  tipping  being 
strictly  controlled  and  carried  out  to  ensure  the  future  user  of 
the  tips  concerned. 


Salvage 

The  work  of  salvage  is  carried  out  by  the  Department  and 
is  largely  integrated  to  the  scheme  of  refuse  collection  and 


disposal. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  salvage  of  paper.  Col¬ 
lection  is  to  the  Central  Depot  where  efficient  baling  machines 


are  installed  to  deal  with  all  waste  paper  after  any  necessary 
sorting. 


Additionally,  waste  paper  is  salvaged  on  the  Council  Tips 


and  baling  also  is  undertaken  on  these  tips. 

Additionally  there  is  a  systematic  collection  of  waste  food 
materials'  for  which  special  provision  and  arrangements  are 


necessary. 

Food  so  collected  is  sent  to  Leeds  for  treatment  before 
disposal  for  animal  feeding,  etc. 

Figures  relating  to  salvage  for  the  year  1950  are  shown  in 
two  tables  below.  The  value  of  salvage  collected  and  disposed 
m  1950  was  £1,401  15s.  5d.  as  compared  with  £2,237  12s.  2d. 
in  1949.

Thei e  lias  been  a  decrease  m  the  value  of  the  materials 
salvaged  during  the  year. 

The  largest  decrease  is  in  respect  of  paper — Total  value 
£873  7s.  6d.  as  against  £1704  16®.  5.  in  1949.  Rags  have!  drop¬ 
ped  from  £83  7s  ,4d.  to  £48  Is.  3d.  and  Scrap  Metals  from 
£14  6s.  Od.  to  £2  11s.  9d. 


On  the  other  hand,  from  kitchen  waste  an  improvement  is 
shown— from  £435  Is.  7d.  to  £477  14s.  11. 

The  figure  for  the  total  collection  is  £1401  15s.  5d.  as 
compared  with  £2337  12s.  2d.  for  1949. 

The  large  decrease  was  due  to  the  fall  in  the  price  received 
for  waste  paper. 


During  part  of  the  year— certain  Authorities  who  had  no 
long-  term  contract  with  the  Paper  Mills  had  difficulty  iu  find¬ 
ing  a  market  for  waste  paper.  Morley  during  this  period  had  a 
ong  term  contract  in  operation  and  this  agreement  helped  to 
maintain  income  to  some  extent.  Nevertheless  as  a  eon- 
sequence  of  market  conditions  the  total  paper  recovered 
dropped  from  270  tons  in  1949  to  161  tons  in  1950. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  conditions  have  again 
e  langed  and  waste  paper  is  again  in  urgent  demand  and  higher 
prices  tor  waste  paper  are  again  prevailing.  On  the  other  hand, 
"  len  high  prices  prevail  for  waste!  paper,  a  local  competitive 
purchasing  market  appears  and  although  increased  collections 
are  rnaie,  much  of  the  paper  is  recovered  through  agencies 

other  than  that  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  operation  of  this 
is  sot n  locally  at  tbe  present  time.

Rodent  Control 

Local  arrangements  for  carrying  out  the  work  of  rodent 
control  were  amended  during  1950. 

Pi  for  to  the  change  one  man  was  detailed  'whole-time  for 
the  work,  but  during-  the  year  this  man  died  and  it  was  decided 
to  combine  the  duties  of  rodent  control  with  other  part-time 
duties,  and  give  assistance  in  the  scope  of  this  new  employee’s 

duties  by  providing  a  small  motor  van  for  travelling  and  the 
carrying  of  tools,  bait,  etc. 

In  practice  this  has  worked  efficiently  and  the  man-workim? 
hours  devoted  to  rodent  control  have  been  considerably  reduced 

without  loss  of  efficiency  or  of  loss  in  the  total  amount  of  work 
nuclei  taken  in  this  respect. 

The  work  is  organised  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
0±  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Preliminary  baiting  was  carried  out  in  10%  of  the  sewer 
manholes  m  the  Borough  by  special  selection  but  in  view  of 
the  small  number  of  rodent  infestations  found,  the  Corporation 
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was,  not  required  by  tire  Ministry  to  carry  out  the  normal  in  a. 


reliance  treatment  of  these  sewers. 

At  the  same  time,  places  known  to  be  infested  and  places 
subject  to  “special  risk”  were  given  regular  and  effective  treat¬ 
ments  throughout  the  year. 

698  visits  were  made  in  1950  to  245  separate  premises,  and 
estimates  made  in  the  Department  suggest  that  more  than  4,000 
rats  have  been  killed  during  the  year. 


Smoke  Abatement 

40  formal  timed  smoke  abatement  observations  were  made 
of  smoke  emitting  plant  during  the  year. 

Excessive  black  smoke  emission  was  recorded  in  four  cases. 

In  addition,  a  considerable  number  of  informal  smoke  ob¬ 
servations  were  made,  and  it  is  largely  from  these  that  infor¬ 
mation  is  obtained  as  to  the  smoke  stacks  which  are  giving  rise 
to  smoke  emission  nuisance. 

Informal  action  only  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  the  ob¬ 
servations. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 

In  May,  1950,  atmospheric  pollution  recording  gauges  were 
set  up  at  points  in  the  Area. 

Three  of  these  instruments  are  at  present  in  use.  A  soot 
deposit  gauge  records  the  total  soot  deposits,  a  sulphur  recording 
gauge  indicates  the  sulphur  pollution  and  additionally  suction 
air  filters  record  the  general  pollution  of  the  air  in  particles. 

The  following  table  indicates  results  obtained  from  the 
various  instruments  referred  to  :  —

Biological  Examination  of  Milk 

The  percentage  of  unsatisfactory  samples  of  untreated 
undesignatied  milk  continues  to  be  high.  During  1950  more 
than  a  quarter  of  the  undesignated  milks  sampled  failed  to 
satisfy  theMethylene  Blue  Test, 
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Many  of  these  milks  are  produced  locally  and  it  is  some¬ 
what  disturbing  to  find  that  whilst  the  local  authority  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  ensuring  the  quality  of  the  milk  supplied  by  local  re¬ 
tailers  they  have  no  longer  any  power  to  f  ollow-up  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  sample  to  its  source  on  thei  farm.  The  control  of  milk 
production  is  now  the  work  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  and  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained  from  official  state¬ 


ments',  their  policy  would  appear  to  be  to  concentrate  upon 
those  farms  producing  designated  milks.  In  the  case  of 
producers  sending  their  milk  to  dairies  some  control  may  be 
exercised  by  the  receiving  depots  but  in  the  case  of  the 
producer-retailer  and  the  producer  who  sells  his  milk  direct 
to  a  local  'distributor  there  is  apparently  littlei  or  no  control  of 
his  methods  of  production.  All  past  experience  has  shown  that 
it  is  in  this  type  of  premises  that  supervision  is  usually  most 
necessary  and  the  results  of  the  samples  taken  in  Morley  durin 
1950  would  seem  to  support  that  view.

It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  every  sample  of  ordinary 
pasteurised  milk  satisfied  both  Methylene  Blue  and  Phos- 
photon  tests. 


Biological  Examination  of  Milk 

25  samples  were  taken  and  two  were  reported  upon  as 
tuberculous.  In  one  case  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  Veterin¬ 
ary  Officers  found  the  affected  animal  immediately  and  it  was 
removed  from  the  herd  and  slaughtered. 

In  the  second  case  it  was  not  possible  to  find  the  animal 
by  clinical  examination  and  sampling  from  individual  cows  was 
necessary.  A  notice  under  Article  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1949,  wvas  served  upon  the  farmer  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  new  milk  from  the  herd  and  arrangements  wrere  made 
for  the  milk  to  be  pasteurised.  The  notice  remained  in  force 
until  the  affected  animal  was  identified  and  slaughtered. 
Adulteration  or  Milk 

So  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  1950  for  the  detection 
of  adulteration.  ‘Three  of  these  were  found  to  be  adulterated  but 
in  \  iev  of  the  slight  extent  of  each  case  warnings  were  issued.

It  is  disappointing  to  find  that  more  than  40%  of  the 
samples  of  ice  cream  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  reported  as  unsatisfactory. 

In  the  case  of  local  manufacturers  special  investigations 
were  carried  out  into  the  methods  of  manufacture  where  the 
results  of  series  of  samples  had  shown  poor  results.  It  was 
usually  found  that  when  the  process  of  manufacture  was  carried 
out  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Sanitary  Inspector  the 
samples  taken  were  quite  satisfactory  and  it  can  only  be  assumed 
that  the  same  meticulous  care  is  not  exercised  at  other  times. 

Experience  has  shown  that  failure  to  sterilize  properly  all 
utensils  and  equipment  is  not  uncommon  and  unless  these  pre¬ 
cautions  are  taken  it  can  hardly  be  expected  that  samples  will 
reach  the  bacteriological  standard  required. 

Meat  Inspection 

General  slaughtering  of  animals  for  food  has  not  been 
carried  on  in  Mo r ley  since  1940. 

Prepared  carcases  are  delivered  to  the  Butchers’  Allocation 
Centre  in  Morley  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  all  such  car¬ 
cases  and  meat  is  subjected  to  local  routine  inspection  befoie 
distribution  to  individual  retail  butchers.

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Whilst  the  foregoing*  may  appear  formidable,  it  should 
not  be  presumed  that  the  above  food — taken  and  condemned, 
was  in  all  cases  taken  as  the  result  of  an  intervention  by  the 
Inspector  of  the  Department.  Most  of  the  food  indicated  above 
was  ascertained  to  be  unfit  by  individual  traders  who  for¬ 
warded  a  report  of  such  information  to  the  Health  Department. 

The  action  of  the  Department  generally  followed  on  the 
receipt  of  such  information. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Eood 

Throughout  the  year  various  samples  and  specimens  were 
forwarded  to  the  laboratories  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 

examination. 

An  investigation  was  made  into  the  quality  of  waters  used 
for  washing  glasses,  and  other  drinking  utensils.  The  samples 
were  taken  to  indicate  the  bacterial  content  of  the  waters  in 
the  actual  circumstances  of  general  use.  Additionally,  the 
samples  were  taken  to  indicate  the  efficiency  of  the  use  of  some 
proprietory  detergent  and  sterilizing  agents  which  had  been 
added  prior  to  use,  to  the  water  sampled. 

The  reports  received  from  the  laboratory  indicated  a 
reasonable  efficiency  of  the  products  and  showed  no  case  of 
serious  water  contamination  calling  for  informal  or  other 
action. 

Twelve  milk  bottles1  which  had  been  cleansed  in  the  normal 
dairy  routine,  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

No  case  was  reported  on  unfavourably,  suggesting  that  the 
cleansing  methods  in  general  use  were  satisfactory. 

Samples  were  submitted  of  a  sweet-meat,  iced  lollies,  for 
any  indication  of  metallic  contamination.  Eronr  ten  samples  so 
submitted,  no  indication  was  forthcoming  of  any  such'  con¬ 
tamination. 

Seventeen  samples  of  sausage  and  one  sample  of  a  prepared 
meat  pie  were  taken  for  examination  for  evidence  of  adultera¬ 
tion, 
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From  these,  reports1  were  received  of  two  samples  of  the 
sausage  meat  wliicli  did  not  comply  with  legal  requirements. 

In  one  case,  legal  proceedings  were  taken  and  the  case 
sustained  in  Court. 

In  the  other  case,  a  formal  warning  notice  was  issued  Iby 
the  Local  Authority.

Food  Poisoning 

Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  came  to  the  notice  of  the 
Health  Department  in  1950,  two  cases  by  notification  from 
Medical  Practitioners  and  one  case  reported  after  the  death  of 
the  patient.

Two  of  the  patients  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  of  these 
one  died  and  one  recovered. 


One  case  was  nursed  and  treated  at  home  and  recovered. 

In  each  case,  bacteriological  investigations  showed  the 
infecting  organism  to  be  of  the  Salmonella  Group — Typhi- 
Murium . 


With  regard  toi  each  case  coming  under  observation  the 
case  was  presented  for  investigation  as  an  isolated  case,  and 
as  regards  date  of  onset,  this  preceded:  the  notification  by  a 
lapse  of  time  which  made  the  identification  of  any  particular 
food  as  the  source  of  the  infection  impossible. 


Further,  such  lapse  of  time  makes  it  equally  difficult  to 
get  a  complete  statement  of  foods  taken  so  many  days  earlier 
and  without  a  complete  statement  of  the  food  taken  it  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  indicate  anything  which  could  be  suspected.  The  posi- 
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tion  is  tlie  more  confusing  when  such  information  as  is  afforded 
generally  shows  that  any  food  mentioned  to  the  investigating 
officers  of  the  Department,  has  in  fact  been  eaten  by  all 
members  of  a  household. 

FOOD  HYGIENE— GENEBAL 

The  hygiene  of  food  premises  continued  to  receive  clos-e 
attention  throughout  1950. 

Byelaws  for  the  wrapping  and  handling  of  foodstuffs  were 
adopted  by  the  Council  and  came  into  operation  during  the 
year.  It  was  decided  that  before  detailed  enforcement  of  the 
byelaws  commenced,  every  trader  should  be  made  aware  of 
the  new  responsibilities  imposed  upon  him  and  for  this  purpose 
advisory  leaflets1  were  prepared  and  circulated  during  the  year. 
It  is  hoped  that  these  will  assist  traders  in  complying  with  the 
Byelaws. 

Lectures  and  film  shows  on  food  hygiene  were  given  at 
two  well-attended  meetings  during  the  year.  The  meetings 
were  arranged  at  the  request  of  two  of  the  largest  food  dis¬ 
tributing  firms  in  the  area. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  standards  of  food  hygiene  in  the 
area  are  improving  and  it  is  felt  that  the  Department’s  food 
hygiene  propaganda  work  has  played  no  small  part  in  this 
improvement.  The  majority  of  food  traders  have  shown  an 
interest  and  an  enthusiasm  which  has  been  most  encouraging 
and  there  appears  to  be  a  general  desire  on  the  part  of  most 
traders  to  obtain  higher  standards  of  hygiene.  Co-operation  of 
this  kind  is  of  the  greatest  value  to  all  concerned  and  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  continue  to  exist.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Tlie  diseases  under  consideration  here  are  those  coining 
to  notice  by  Statutory  Notification  to  the  Department.  These 
are  referred  to  statistically  in  the  tables  preceding  this  state¬ 
ment. 

Reference  to  thesis  Tables  shows  a  prevalence  of  Whoop¬ 
ing  Cough  (233  cases)  and  Measles  (201  cases). 

Measles  showed  a  decrease  over  the  number  of  cases1  re¬ 
ported  in  1949  but,  on  the  other  hand  showed  evidence  of'  the 
probability  of  an  extensive  incidence  of  this  infectious  disease 
in  the  early  months  of  1951  and  this  indeed  has  proved  to  be 
the  case. 

74  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported,  an  increase  of  17 
over  1949.  Of  these,  64  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital.  10 
cases  only  being  nursed  through  the  illness1  in  their  own 
homes.  These  figures  appear  to  indicate  a  continuing  effect 
of  the  insistence  on  hospital  treatment,  which  in  earlier  jmars 
was  a  feature  of  the  administration  of  Health  Departments 

generally.  No  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  were  recorded  and 
the  disease  has  remained  of  the  type  prevalent  in  recent  years . 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  in  this  area  was  recorded. 

Three  cases  of  so  called  Infantile  Paralysis  were  notified  in 
the  Borough.  One  case  was  notified  elsewhere  from  hospital. 
In  1949  the  number  reported  was  8. 

One  case  was  reported  in  January,  two  in  April  and  one 
in  October.  Three  cases  were  in  females  and  one  patient  was  a 
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male.  The  ages  of  the  patients  were  6,  6,  4  and  4  years  of  age 
respectively.  Two-  children  attended  school,  one  Queen  Street 
Infants’  School  and  one  Cross  Hall  Infants5  School.  Two  of 
the  children  were  under  school  age.  There  was  no  connection 
between  the  two  cases  occurring  in  April. 

All  four  cases  were  of  the  mild  paralytic  type:  and  all  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  for  conservative  and  later,  orthopaedic 
treatment. 

56  cases  of  dysentry  were  notified  (Sonne  Type).  The 
majority  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  Hay  Nurseries  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority. 

Although  these  cases  were  probably  food  infections,  they 
are  not  referred  to  under  that  section.  The  two  out  breaks  had 
the  usual  characteristics  of  foods  borne  infection  and  in  the 
case  of  the  outbreak  in  the  Lewisham  Park  Nursery  where 
it  was  possible  to  introduce  an  administrative  control,  the  out- 
breakwas  immediately  brought  under  control  by  ensuring 
that  staff  handling  children  in  dressing,  toilet,  bathing  and  so 
on,  should  have  no  contact  with  any  food  taken  in  the  nursery. 

On  the  other  hand  staff  handling  food  did  this  as  their 
exclusive  duty. 

I  hold  the  opinion  that  as  far  as  possible  this  practice 
should  be  the  normal  routine  practice  in  Hay  Nurseries. 

Hie  position  with  reg’ard  to  the  admission  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  to  Hospitals  is  .shown  in  the  Tables. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  this  respect  during 
the  year,  but  it  should  be  noted  the  low  incidence  of  the  types 
of  the  diseases  admitted  to  hospital  during  this  year  under 
review  and  also  in  recent  years. 

Hiphtheria  Immunization. 

Baring  19o0  a  total  of  747  treatments  toimmunize  against 
diphtheria  were  given  to  school  age  and  under  school  age 
children  in  this  Area,
